GIRL PUPILS AND MATRON MEET 
DEATH IN NIGHT FIRE 


TERRORIZED STUDENTS 
FIGHT OFF RESCUERS 


Mope: School for Retarded Girls De- 

stroyed With Great ‘Loss of Life—- 

f Many Acts of Heroism Displayed in 
Attempts to Save Inmates. 


Los Angelos.—Twenty-two bodies 
the Hope School for Retarded Girls at 
Playa del Rey. 


As the firemen were able to reach 
the dormitories that proved a death 
trap to the girls, they found the 
bodies lying in orderly rows, their 
lives apparently snuffed out by the 
heavy smoke before the victims:could 
arouse themselves and attempt to 
escape the flames. 


A check of the bodies in the mor- 
gues accounted for most of those re- 
ported missing Saturday night. The 
appalling figure, corroborated by the 
Los Angeles county coroner's office, 
increased the death total considerably 
more than first estimates placed it and 
stamped the fire as one of the worst 
disasters in the history of the county. 

; Woolford Wringer, adopted son of 
ii Mrs. Mary I. Jacobs, the school’s pro- 
Bi prietor, believing his foster-mother 

within the burning building, entered 
the inferno in an attempt to rescue 
her. Coincident with his disappear- 
ance into the flames it was reported 
that the proprietor was visiting 
friends in Pasadena. The lad was 
never séen alive afterward. 

The finding of the body of Mrs. J. 
C. Thomas, matron of the school, re- 
called a tragic story of when the fire 
was at its height,,and marked her as 
perhaps the outstanding heroine of 
the disaster. Resisting attempts of 
firemen to get her from the building, 
Mrs. Thomas stayed at her post trying 
to rescue her charges. She started to 
grope her way through the smoke. 
filled rooms. A wall crashed in and 
she was burried beneath it. 

Firemen and others who worked 
heroically throughout most of the 
night, told horrifying tales of the 
blaze. After groping their way to the 
dormitories through hallways dense 
with smoke, the rescuers said they 
found rows of children sleeping in 
utter unconsciousness of their danger. 
Windows were thrown open and the 
nearest children dropped to safety. 

But the girls, partially stupefied by

The 
firement offered a valiant resistance, 
but too. much time ‘had elapsed to 
‘Allow them, to do other than confine 
the fire to the building in which it 


started. 
Throughout the night hundreds of 
spectators watched the crackling 


flames and stayed on the scene until 
early hours of the morning waiting 
until the embers had cooled suffici- 
ently to allow the work of taking the 
bodies from the ruins. 

Boy scouts and police aided in con- 
trolling the crowds. Streets for miles 
were lined with automobiles, many of 
which served in rushing unconseious 
girls to hospitals and others who 
escaped injury to private homes for 
the night.
